On December 4, 2003, a notice of abandonment (Attachment 1) was mailed in this case. 
The notice of abandonment indicates that the application was abandoned for failure to timely 
reply to a notice to file missing parts mailed on October 5, 2001, (hereinafter "Notice"). 

The inventors and assignee did not intend to let this application go abandoned. The entire 
delay in filing the enclosed reply to the Notice fi*om the due date for reply of December 5, 2001, 
until the filing of the petition was unintentional.

It was at this time, when copying the filing receipt for inclusion in the petition to 
withdraw a holding of abandonment, that the Notice was discovered attached to the original 
filing receipt. The petition was changed from one requesting a withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment to one petitioning to revive the application as being unintentional abandoned. 
Thus, the receipt of the Notice was not recognized until we prepared the petition to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment. 

The Notice indicates that drawings in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84 are required. As 
such, to properly respond to the Notice, formal drawings in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84 are 
submitted herewith. 

It is respectfully requested that this petition be granted and the application be reinstated 
for prosecution on the merits.
